Much of the young pollceman n estate, val- 
ved at $1,350, was left to Miss Lydia Rivard 
of Marshall, Minn., whom Bisonette was to 
have married this winter. Relatives of Ri- 
Sonette say he recently took his eweetheart 
to the residence of Mra. Vermilya, with 
whom he was rooming, and presented her 
to the widow. Miss Rivard had come to 
Chicago to visit her sweetheart and was 
staying at the residence of Bisonette’s uncle, 
A. E. La Rocque, 3484 Vernon avenue.

D. A. Campbell, an Illinois Central con- 
ductor, residing at 6942 Kimbark avenue, 
told Capt. Harding that Smith was a flag- 
man on his train for weeks and that he 
gaincd the man's confidence. 


Letter from Sister. 

“Smith told me he had been Hving with 
Mrs. Vermilya for some time,“ said Camp- 
bell, and that he was worried because of a 
letter he had received from Mrs. Vermilya's 
sister, Mrs. Samuel Eechwege, 2816 South 
Park avenue. Mrs. Eschwege threatened to 


drown herself in the lake if Smith did not 


leave the Vermilya house. He also told me 
Boysen had threatened him, if he did not 
cease paying attention to Mrs. Vermilya.“ 

Robert A. Deto, 1620 East Sixty-fifth place, 
a flagman employed by the Illinois Centra! 
and a close friend of Smith, told Capt. Hard- 
ing a similar story. 

“One week before Smith died,” said Deto, 
“he told me Boysen had come to him and 
had threatened to kill him if he did not leave 
Mrs. Vermilya’s house.“ 

Charles C. Boysen, undertaker at 293838 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, is said to have been 
friendly with Mrs. Vermilya. 

Both railroad men said Smith had told 
them he had no intentions of marrying Mrs. 
Vermilya. 


Says Boysen Has Left City. 

At a late hour at night Boysen, for whom 
aetectives had been looking all day long, was 
said by his assistant to have left Chicago. 
When a reporter of Tus Trrpunz asked for 
Boysen at the undertaker’s establishment 
on Cottage Grove avenue the assistant, 
James O'Keefe, appeared to become angry 
and said: | 

„ Boysen is not here. He has left town 
and he will not be back.“ 

O'Keefe then dodged into the rear of the 
undertaking shop. He came forward again 
in a short time and added. 

“He will be back in two days. I don't 
know whether he has gone away on a busi- 
ness trip or not.” 


Deposit on Automobile. 

In the afternoon E. Ebann. proprietor of 
the Woodlawn Automobile station, Wood- 
lawn avenue and Sixty-third street, informed 
the police Smith and Mrs. Vermilya had 
called at his office Feb. 22 and had purchased 
a $1,200 five passenger touring car on which 
they paid $50 in cash. 

This was the third automobile Mrs. Ver- 
milya and Smith contracted to buy. They 


deposited checks signed by Smith on the other 


cars, and it was found both checks were 
worthless. Ebann still has the $50 paid down. 
The touring car was never claimed. 

“ They told me they were going to be mar- 
ried, and they were going to use the car on 
their honeymoon trip,” Bag bann. “I aid 
some demonstrating with the automobile, 
took them out for a fide, and we went to an 
undertaking establishment on Cottage Grove 
avenue. I don't know whose undertaking 
shop it was, but it was located somewhere 
between Twenty-fifth and Thirtieth streets.”

THEN MASSACRE 


Chinese Imperial Troops Re- 


ported to Have Slain In- 
habitants of City. 


BULLETIN. 
PEKING, Nov. 2—The war office has re- 


ceived @ report that the imperialist forces 
hase recaptured Hankow and massacred the 
population. 

The Hankow recently captured by the rebels 
apo retaken today by the imperial troops is 
the native city, distinct from that occupied 
by the foreign concessions. 

There are fifty-four missionaries tn Han- 
kow, but whether or not they are in the na- 
tive section is unknown. 


NEW PREMIER HOPES FOR PEACE. 

‘PEKING, Nov. 1—The appointment of 
Yuan Shi Kal as premier of China will be 
followed by a cessation of hostilities on the 
part of the imperialists and the opening of 
negotiations with Gen. Li Yuen-Heng, lead- 
er of the revolutionists at Hankow. 

An imperial edict providing for important 
administrati changes also accepts the 
resignations of the ministers, but unt 
Yuan Shi Kai returns to Peking, Prince 
Ching will continue to perform the duties of 
premier and the present cabinet will re- 
main in office. 


Grant Demands of Troops. 

All the ministers attended a secret session 
of the national assembly today which, it ls 
understood, practically agreed to the de- 
mands of the disaffected Lanchay troops. A 
member of the war board was appointed to 
confer with the troops and express the as- 
sembly’s views. 

The assembly also discussed the recent 
loan for which arrangements had been made 
with a Belgian and French eyndicate. The 
ministers explained that the loan was needed 
for the purpose of carrying on fleld opera- 
tions. The assembly thought there was a 
good prospect of the termination of hostilities, 
in which case the loan would not be neces- 
sary. It was finally decided to refer the mat- 
ter by telegraph to Yuan Shi Kal. A member 
brought up the question of the Shanghai 
taotai's failure to pay the instaliment of 
the boxer indemnity,. and a minister en- 
plained that two months’ grace, with 4 per 
cent interest, had been allowed. 


Panic in Peking Subsides. 

The panic among the people of Peking 
which ensued after the issuance of the first 
imperial edict has been largely dispelled and 
the newspapers are beginning to sum up 
the results of the seventeen days’ rebellion. 
The Daily News considers that the appoint- 
ment of Yuan Shi Kai will change the entire 
political complexion, restore peace, inspire 
the people with confidence, command the 
respect of foreign countries, and place the 
empire on a sound basis. 

Reports received here state that Yunnan- 
Fu, Anking, and several smaller cities in 
the provinces of Yunnan, Anhwel, and Fukien 
have gone over to the revolutionists. The 
soldiers in north China are avowedly await- 
ing the action of Yuan Shi Kai. Thegovern-

OPEN FIGHT TO SAVE BRIDGES 


Association Posts Placards Urg- 
ing Favorable Vote. 


MAYOR SEES PERIL AHEAD. 


Says Defeat Would Be Calamity to 
City; Fears Confusion. 


Plans to urge voters to approve the bridge 
bond issue to be voted on next Tuesday are 
being made by the Chicago Association of 
Commerce. Large placards will be placed 
on all city bridges calling attention to the 
fact that the present structures should be 
removed and replaced with modern spans, 
but that approval of the bond issue is neces- 
sary before this can be done. 

Mayor Harrison has approved the associa- 
tion's scheme. He said yesterday he be- 
lieved the voters might confuse the bridge 
bond issue with other propositions, against 
which there are objections and defeat the 
city’s plan to construct new bridges. The 
voters are asked to approve the $4,600,000 
bond issue for new bridges so that the city 
can carry out its plan to build new spans. 


Government Demands New Bridges. 
Several present bridges have been ordered 
removed by the government on the basis 
that they are obstructions to navigation. 

Agitation over the proposed increase in 
salaries of Municipal court judges and em- 
ployés and other propositions to be voted on, 
Mayor Harrison believes, puts the bond issue 
in danger of defeat. 

While the factions interested in affrerent 
questions to be submitted to the voters are 
wrangling,’ said the mayor, the bridge 
bond issue, one of the most important ques- 
tions the city needs decided in its favor, is 
resting and the agitation may sweep it to 
defeat. These disputes over the other ques- 
tions have, in my opinion, a tendency to 
confuse the voter. 


Defeat a Calamity, Says Mayor. 

“If the bridge bond issue does not pass, it 
will be a calamity to the city. We have many 
bridges which ‘ought to be removed at once, 
but action on these is awaiting the outcome 
of the Tuesday vote. Some bridges have been 
condemned by the government and ordered 
removed. The city has been able to securg 
postponement on the promise that new 
bridges would be erected when the bond issue 
is voted. If it is not approved at the coming 
election the government may rescind its 
stay order and demolish the bridges at once.“ 

The bridge bond issue was approved at the 
spring election, but a technical error in the 
posting of the election notice caused the issue 
to be declared invalid.

sents hig bill of $30,000 for investigating the 


construction of the Oak Forest institutions 
he will be asked to make a detailed state- 
ment of his ‘expense. If President Bartzen 
and his Democratic supporters decline to 
compel the architect to file a formal state- 
ment upon request, a resolution will be pre- 
sented at a meeting of the county board 
calling for a report. 
It ig contended by those who have investi- 
the subject that the county board has 
thé power to compel any appointee, confirma- 
tion of whose appointment must be made by 
the county board, to supply any information 
relating to his official duties. Mr. Gerhardt 
has no contract with the board to investigate 


the Oak Forest institutions. His authoriza- | 


tion consists of an order passed by the coun- 
ty board. This also fixes his compensation 
at 2 per cent of the cost of the buildings. 


Gerhardt Report of Ne Value? 

‘No county official could be found who would 
assert that the report of Mr. Gerhardt, re- 
gardless of its character, will be of any value 
to the county in making final settlement with 
any constructors. All contracts between 
constructors and the county preserſbe how 
payment of moneys earned shall be made. 
All contracts assert that payments shall be 
made only on the certification ‘‘ of Holabird 
& Roche and the superintendent of building 
service.” 

There is no reference to the county archi- 
tect. His approval or disapproval of a pay- 
ment is not mentioned. Since the matter of 
payment to the Alling construction company 
is in the federal court, since a receiver has 
been appointed for that corporation, it is 
highly probable payments will have te be 
made according to contract in order to re- 
ceive the approval of the district judge. 

One county commissioner said yesterday he 
had never heard of this point before and did 
mot think any of the other commissioners 
had. It was his opinion payments must de 
made according to certification of Holabird 
& Roche irrespective of what Mr. Gerhardt 
may report. 

$1,900,000 Already Paid. 

A total of $1,965,626.15 has already been 
paid contractors on certification of Holabird 
& Roche and of the superintendent of public 
service, This includes $65,002.15 in extras, 
minus deductions amounting to $58,408.90. In 
the Oak Forest building fund there was a 
total of 62.087, 119.68, so there is considerable 
money available to complete any unfinished 
work. 

The writer of the contract between Hola- 
bird & Roche and the county, signed May 4, 
1908, seems to have taken unusual care to 
make unnecessary such employments as that 
of Mr. Gerhardt. This contract binds Hola- 
bird & Roche specifically to do exactly the 
things for which Mr. Gerhardt has been 
promised a $30,000 fee. 

Here is one comprehensive sentence of the 
first article of the agreement: 

“They (Holabird & Roche) shall see that 
none of the work is slighted and that no 
materials inferior to those specified in the 
contracts, specifications, and drawings for 
the same are used, and that the owners’ 
{county’s] interests are protected in every 


particular.” 
Given Complete Supervision. 
requirements of the architects read: 

They shall give careful attention and 
study in the carrying out of the work on the 
buildings so that the convenience and safety 
of the owner shall be fully safeguarded. They 
shall see that the work is prosecuted with 
diligence, in a proper and workmanlike man- 
ner, and as expeditiously as is consistent with 
perfect construction. They shall supervise 


all work continuously, either dfrectiy them- 
selves or through representatives that shall 


be satisfactory to the owner.”

A.—I never heard of any such 
distinctions; I don't know anything about 
it except we arrest all of them and it's up 
to the judges as to how much they are fined.

A.—I’ve heard rumors and 
I've called some saloonkeepers into the sta- 
tion and warned them not to keep open.

“Ive heard that some of them sold liquor, 
end I've had my men make investigation 
after investigation, and we could get no 
proot,“ he said. “I’ve sent out of the dis- 
trict and got new policemen, and even 
strangers have not been able to buy any 
liquor in these houses. Some of them got 
gingeree or near-beer.*’ 

Q.—Did you ever have any of this so-called 
* gingeree " analyzed? A.—No, sir. 


Thirty Federal Licenses Issued. 

Q.—Did you ever hear that police officials 
told the keepers of these places to buy beer 
of a man named Blake, and that this beer 
was labeled gingeree,“ and they were told 
they could sell it and it would be all right? 
A.—I never heard of that. I don't know any 
man named Blake. I've asked a lot of these 
women if they sold beer and they denied it. 

Mr. Wheelock then read off a list of thirty 
resorts for which government licenses have 
been taken out during the summer. The 
captain explained that he had no way to dis 
cover whether or not the keepers had such 
licenses, for he had a thousand and one 
other things to do. :

Says She Ref used Offers of Marriage.

COME FROM CHINA 


Former Invented 2,000 Years 
Ago and Carried to Europe 
Centuries Later. 


CHINESE BOOK LOVERS. 
: \ 
Literature and Pictures Found 
in Homes of the Hum- 
blest Coolies. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL.D. 
HANKOW, Hupe Province, China, Sept. 
7.— The idea of the paper on which this letter 
is printed originated in China. Of China's 
contributions to the world none perhaps is 
more Important. The inventor, Tsai Lun, 
was born in south China in 78 A. D. He was a 
ta mods scholar, and at the age of 23 en- 
tered the emperor's palace as director of the 
imperial arsenals. He lived thirteen years 
after his invention, but never became a court 
favorite. On the death of the emperor he 
committed suicide. 
He conceived the idea of utilizing refuse 
vegetable fiber to furnish a light writing 
material. He was the first to prepare paper 
from bark, hemp. rags. and old fishnets. His 
idea ultimately spread to Europe and re- 
modeled European ideas of culture. 

The art of manufacturing paper was car- 
ried from China into Samarkand in 751, and 
from the Chinese the art spread all over the 
world. It seems that a number of Chinese 
paper makers were captured in a fight at 
Samarkand. According to Mohammedan law 
slaves might redeem themselves. The cap- 
tives elected to make paper. Thus the art 
became known outside China. According to 
Haroun al Raschid, paper spread weatward 
about 705. Factories multiplied rapidly. The 
oldest epecimens of Arabic paper extant date 
from 796. 


China Far Ahead of West. 

We think the Chinese pretty slow. But 
here is one of the most valuable inventions 
ever conceived by the human brain; and yet 
more than a thousand years elapsed between 
Teal Lun’s invention and the first paper mill 
in Europe. Three hundred years went by be- 
fore paper was made in Germany and France. 
The French carried the industry to England, 
and not until 1600 had a paper mil! been estab- 
lished in America. 

Printing lagged far behind the invention 
of paper itself. Still texts of ancient canon- 
ileal literature were inscribed on stone tab- 
lets as early as 176 A. D., and paper rubdbings 
taken from them were of great interest to 
students. By the close of the sixth century 
printing by means of wooden blocks had be- 
gun. .And what classical books survived the 
liconociasis of the Chen and Liang dynasties 
were cut Into wood by order of thé founder 
of the Sui dynasty, at the end of the sixth 
century. 


Printing with Wood Type. 

Dr. Laufer bas seen a Chinese print dated 
1313. It is possible that prints dating even 
from the tenth century exist in Chinese libra- 
ries. But the idea of movable blocks did not 
appeal strongly to the Chinese because the 
characters of their language gave many poe- 
‘sihilities for misprinta. The system of print- 
ing from wooden blocks is now in use through- 
out China. The wood is generally pear or 
plum. The manuscript, written on thin paper 
by an experienced calligraphist, is pas ted

back. The surface of the block fs carefully

Ink is rubbed lightly over the block with 
a round brush of coir fiber. A of paper 
is then applied. over which another brush ie 
lightly passed, that the paper may take the 
impression. The sheet is then removed and 


color printing are produced in the same way. 
In the case of colored prints, however, the 
paints are spread over the same block. 

As before the invention of paper, slips of 
bamboo amd silk are favorite objects for 
the Chinese calligrapher's art. The use of 
silk and bamboo for writing purposes began- 
about 220 B. C. and seems to have been coinci- 
dent with the invention of the writing brush. 

Wooden tallies—i. e., records kept by 
pieces of wood equally diviced; say between 
debtor and creditor, the amounts being ex- 
pressed by notches—were in use in China 
about 4.000 years ago. When the debt was 
paid the blocks were brought together to see 
that the notches agreed. The creditor broke 
up the btocks, thus breaking the contract. 
Even after contracts came to be written, 
Wooden tallſes were kept to verify contracts. 

Such tallies are still in vogue in the interior 
of Asia and were used by the Bank of Eng- 
land until about 100 years ago. They. are 
probably still used in Brittany, where I saw 
them a few years ago, used to keep accounts 
by venders of milk and break 


-Bertillon System Long Known. 

Francis Galton’s famous identification of 
criminals by the use of thumb prints was 
well known in China as early as the six- 
teenth century. 
much wider application, extending to classes 
other than criminal. 

Among the printed books secured by Dr. 
Laufer for a Chicage library was a set of 
more than 200 volumes of the Tanjur and 100 
volumes of the Kanjur, which make up the 
bulk of the Buddhistic literature of Tibet. 

Contrary to common belief, the Chinese 
are a nation of readers and writers Per- 
haps no other nation is fonder of books of 
all descriptions; certainly no people has 
shown unswerving love for literature and 
art, @ more ardent eagerness for examine- 
tions well passed and literary degrees cred- 
itably won. No pecple has ever shown great- 
er esteeem, almost amounting to awe, for 
the scholar. In no country has there been 
a higher appreciation of all mental aspira- 
tions and intellectual agencies above those 
of mere force and physical power.

Ambassador to U. S. Trans- 
mits to Chicago Cablegram 
from War Office at Rome. 


Resume of Situation Claims an 
Unbroken Series of Victories 
on Sea and Land. 


A message was received in Chicago yester- 
dar throwing light on the status of the 
Italian-Turkish war. The message indicates 
that many misleading reports. have been 
given out, and it is the wish of the Italian 
government that the Italian people here be 
apprised of true conditions. 

Following is the message, received by Guide 
Sabetta, Italian consul in Ghicago, from 
Marquis Cusani Confalonieri, Italian am- 
bassador at Washington: 

“I take pleasure in transmitting the follow- 
ing cablegram, received this morning from his 
excellency the Italian minister for foreign 
affairs”: 

In order that you may deny all false 
news of the Italy-Turkish war, I résumé 
thet situation today. We have been vio- 
torious without exception in all the com- 
bats on sea and on land, conquering the 
resistance of the enemy and putting him to 
fight. We have occupied the cities of 
Tripol., Benghasi, Derna, Homs, and 
Tobruk. We have everywhere repulsed all 
his attacks, inflicting on him severe losses 
and capturing bannersand cannons. After 
dur last victory, on Oct. 26 at Tripoli and 
Homs, there has been no other combat. 
I will cable immediately every other news 
of any importance. 


Will Be Kept Informed. 

Any word received from our minister of 
foreign affaira is the absolute truth,“ Consul 
Sabetta said yesterday. Thie war was 
forced upon our abused race. From time to 
time cablegrams telling the exact situation 
in War affeire will be sent to me and made 
known to the Italian people here.

As it happened the favorable impression 
created by the course of the tobacco hearing 
Was supplemented by an unexpectedly good 
quarterly statement from the United States 
Steel corporation and it was the combined 
effect of these two which made themselves 
felt in the forward movement of prices which 
took place today. 


Minor Market Influence Likely. 


Inasmuch as it will be two gears at least, in all 
itketihood, before the suit against the Steel cor- 
poration can be decided by the Supreme court, it 
is more than probable that for considerable time 
the action undertaken against the corporation 
will prove of minor influence in the security 
market, while trade conditions will in all prob- 
ability prove a much more direct factor. 

There would seem to be no present basis for 
thé assumption that the earnings for the present 
quarter will make es favorable a showing relatively 
as was made in the statement issued after the 
close of the market on Tuesday. Prices for some
